Tin- fail and other nebulous ap- 
pendages of OOmets are probably 
composed of matter very finely 
divided and in a highly electrified 
condition, so that cometaty nucleus 
throwing off these emanations may 
in some respects be likened lo a bit 
ol radium giving off Its si reams of 
disinl regaled atoms.

God bless the deaf! Amen. A 
Supreme Court Judge one handed 
down an opinion that there are 
only two noises that the human ear 

cannot become accustomed to, 

namely, the bray Of an ass and Ihe 
tongue of B scolding woman. Hut 
hu did not live in one of New Yoik's 
busy streets. Cologne bad seven- 
ty-two stenches and several slinks; 
New York has scvenly-lwo noises 
and several sounds. People die 
of these. They keep I licit ears Open, 
lest something may be said which 
they will miss hearing. It is this 
CUriositj which overworks the ear 
and causes nervous prosl ration. 
All sounds reach the oar, no mat- 
ter in which direction that organ 
may be turned. No view reaches 
Ihe eye unless the optic lie turned 
toward il. 

BIB BT0PFSB8 NEEDED. 

Persons who allow themselves to 

be disturbed by our seventy-two 
noises anil several sounds should 
use car Stoppers when they ilesiie 
to remain calm and composed. It 
is actually possible to shut out 
many of them. It is not necessary 
to Stuff the auditory canal full of 
col Ion or other substance. There 
is a small pointed eminence called 
the "tragus" by anatomists that 

projects backward over the month 

of this canal. By a slight pressure 

ii closes tin* canal. Its Interior sur- 
face is covered with a tuft of hait 
resembling a goat's beard whence 
the name "tragus." A simple 
device could be used to close this 
trap door, or valve, and shutout all 
noise. I once knew an author who 
could not write If the slightest noise 
assailed him. lie would go almost 
Into spasms in New York if he did 
not have his room padded and her- 
metically sealed. His ears are 
always packed light with collon 
when he works. - .V. L. I'rrss.
